Eliminations will be 
held in the Union on Wed., Nov- 
ember 28 at 5:30 p.m. at which time 
the two best speakers will be 
selected.

In Montreal, the McGill team of 
George Annett and John G. Rowe 
will defend the affirmative side of 
the topic "Resolved that this houso 
favor unrestricted immigration to 
Canada for the next ten years."

Kowarsld to Tell 
Of Atomic Work 
Thru C.A.Sc.W. 

Scientist Left Paris 
On Bicycle at German 
Invasion of France 

Dr. Leo Kowarski, European sci- 
entist, who is noted for his work 
on atomic energy, will address a 
meeting of the Canadian Associa- 
tion of Scientific Workers on Mon- 
day at 8.30 p.m. in the Union Ball- 
room. All students are welcome 
to attend. 

Dr. Kowarski was born in Len- 
ingrad and received his education 
in Russia, Poland and France. He 
came to France at the time the ato- 
mic energy project was being un- 
dertaken by Joliot-Curle. Jollot- 
Curie is the son-in-law of the fa- 
mous Madame Curie, having mar- 
rier her author-journalist daughter 
Eve. 

At the fall of Paris, Dr. Kowar- 
ski was entrusted by Dr. Joliot- 
Curle with the mission of carrying 
the results of atomic research to 
England. The latter was loath to 
leave his native France where his 
services were needed In the under- 
ground movement The coming of 
the Germans to Paris saw Leo Ko- 
warski leaving the city on a bi- 
cycle. 

'In England, the Russian-born 
scientist worked with Dr. James 
Chadwick on the National Research 
Council at Cambridge. He was sent 
to Canada at the end of 1940. Here 
he was instrumental in establishing 
the laboratories of the National Re- 
search Council In Montreal.

Dr. Pavlasch 
To Speak at 
LS.D. Rally 

Czech Minister 
Addresses Meet 
In Ballroom 



Dr. F. Pavlasch, present Cze- 
choslovaklah Minister to Canada 
will speak at the International 
Student's Day Rally to be held in 
the Union Ballroom at 8 p.m. on 
Tuesday, Nov. 27. 

A graduate of the University of 
Prague, Dr. Pavlasch studied law 
under Masaryk, who was later the 
first President of Czechoslovakia. 

Since his graduation Dr. Pavlasch 
has devoted himself to the diplo- 
matic service of his country. Dur- 
ing the last war, he served as Min- 
ister of Supply and was also sent 
to Warsaw. His next post brought 
him to London as a Consul from 
1921-20. In 1934, he was the Czech 
Consul General here In Montreal. 
He was promoted to his most re- 
cent office, that of Czcchoslovakian 
Minister to Canada in 1942. 

This is the first time that Inter- 
national Students' Day has been 
celebrated in Czechoslovakia. It 
was in the commemoration of the 
ill treatment that Prague students 
received at the hands of the Nazis, 
when they held a Student demon- 
stration In celebration of their In- 
dependence Day, that the Interna- 
tional Students Service was found- 
ed. 

The Organizing Commlttee'of the 
International Students' Day Rally 
has sent a suitable cable to the In- 
ternational Students' Congress with 
headquarters at Prague.

Will Send Results 
Of Questionnaire 
On Living Costs 

Presentation of a brief, contain' 
Ing facts on maintenance grants 
and housing of McGill ex-service- 
men, to the Parliamentary Commit* 
tee of Veterans Affairs was decid- 
ed yesterday at a general member* 
ship meeting of the McGill Student 
Veteran's Society in the Union 
Ballroom. 

Results of a questionnaire, on 
which the brief will be based, 
which was filled out by over three 
hundred and fifty vets, showed a 
marked Inadequacy in the existing 
maintenance grants. The income 
of the average single ex-service* 
man is $60, and his expenses 
amount to $100. This means that 
he has to supply the forty dollars 
from his own resources. This also 
applies in the case of married vet* 
crans whose Income averages $80 
and expenses $150. 

HOUSING PROBLEM 
Housing Is a problem, but not an 
Immediate one, the questionnaire 
showed. While some dissatisfaction 
was expressed with present accom* 
modatlon, there were no desperate 
cases. 

All 'these facts will be compiled 
Into a brief, and presented to the 
Parliamentry Committee on Vet* 
erans Affairs now- sitting In Ot- 
tawa. The President of the McGill 
group stated - that these figurei 
should be of assistance to those on 
the Committee who are Interested 
In mending the present rehabilita* 
tlon legislation. 

A report of the housing situa* 
tlon by John Switzman of the 
housing committee stated that the 
problem of housing is one of the 
most importance. However up to 
the present nobody has applied ta 
live atStPaulL'HcrmiteLodginge 
there are open to married vets 
without children, 

D.V.A. REPORT 

A report was given in connection 
with the D.V.A. counsellor.

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The NFCUS (2) 



(Ed. Note— The following is the second in a 
series of editorials to be devoted to a discussion 
of the problems and aims of the National Fed- 
eration of Canadian University Students. To 
day's editorial deals with the Constitution of the 
NFCUS, which was revised at last year's annual 
meeting, and which is one of a number of sub- 
jects drawn up by the NFCUS Committee of 
the McGill Students' Executive Council for dis- 
cussion at McGill prior to the NFCUS Confer- 
ence for this year.) 

The main object of a constitution is to pro- 
vide a body with a working basis from which 
that body can deal adequately with all situations 
which may fall under its jurisdiction. To do 
this a constitution must provide the body with 
a name, an object, an administrative committee 
or officers, an outline of the duties of these offi- 
cers, a method by which the financial expenses 
of the body can be handled, and a few rules gov- 
erning procedure. 

With this basis, the body can then procède 
to fulfil its aims. To encumber the constitu- 
tion with more rules than necessary leads to 
confusion in administration and to tie-ups in 
solving the problems which face the constitution, 
particularly when these problems are those fac- 
ing college students, as these are variable from 
year to year. On the other hand, a weak consti- 
tution can easily lead to disputes between mem- 
bers on what subjects fall under the jurisdiction 
of the council, who has the authority to settle 
these disputes, and what the limitations of such 
a body might be. 

A constitution must therefore contain 
enough factual clauses to prevent misinterpreta- 
tion, and yet leave enough leeway for changes to 
be made in the lawB governing the body to per- 
mit it to keep pace with the variable factors 
affecting the organization. 

In our opinion the amended constitution of 
the NFCUS fulfills these aims. Briefly sum- 
marised the constitution provides the organiza- 
tion with a name, an object, a language, and a 
working Executive Council. It stipulates mem- 
bership qualifications, and sets up a group of 
officers capable of handling the routine work of 
the organization. It further provides for the 
financial means by which such an organization 
is operated, and leaves members open to call 
meetings upon questions by obtaining a two- 
thirds majority vote from the constituent mem- 
bers. A quorum clause and an amendment 
clause are also present in the constitution. A set 
of ten bylaws outline in more exact detail the 
actual functioning of the Federation. These 
were, of course, amended and ratified with the 
constitution at the 1944 Annual Meeting. 

This constitution provides a working basis 
from which the Federation may further its aims. 
It fulfills its purpose without restricting the or- 
ganization in any way, yet it serves as a code of 
rules to prevent useless digression into fieldB 
with which it cannot deal. 

A discussion of the Constitution of NFCUS, 
while it would prove valuable inasmuch n? it 
would give students an opportunity to study the 
mechanisms of the Federation and its aims, is 
valueless in that in its present form it fulfils all 
the requirements of such a charter necessary at 
the present time.

From 
this he hurried back to California 
to prepare his busiest tour yet, 
starting with an appearance at the 
Hollywood Bowl as guest artist 
with the symphony orchestra in 
September. 

The twcnty-flve-year-old music- 
ian refuses to admit he was ever 
a child prodigy. He started playing 
the piano at the age of six hut 
turned to the violin two years later 
because he was curious about tho 
strange sounds produced by a next- 
door neighbor in his daily practis- 
ing.

Stern's Impressario certainly 
knows a good musician. Hurok's 
list of talent is astounding. Since 
war quarcntincd the conUncnt for 
five years he has turned to home 
fields and Jan Peerce, lending 
tenor at the Met; Katherine Duiv 
ham, dancer-anthropologist; Spot 
anc's baby coluratura, Patrice Mun 
scl. And it was Hurok, who brought 



homo an American who had been 
forced to seek recognition abroad 
when her own country ignored her, 
Marlon Anderson. v 

Of Mr. Stern and his playing, it 
has been said, by the New York 
Post, "He demonstrated that he has 
one of the most effortless tech- 
niques before the public today; 
also, one of the most beautiful 
tones. Mr. Stern has enough equip- 
ment for himself and plenty be- 
sides to give away." by the World- 
Telegram. "One of the sturdiest 
bowing arms In 'the fiddling 
twenties spanned Tctyikowsky's 
lyric line with fine sweep.
